T E R R IB L E ACCIDENT. 


N ine C ars D erailed on th e N o rth ern P a ­ 
cific R ailro ad . 
Tacoma, September 2d.—Later particu­ 
lars from the railroad accident on the 
Northern Pacific Railroad last night state 
that the accident occurred five miles this 
side of Hot Springs. The train was speed­ 
ing along when the passengers in the rear 
car felt a jar which stopped the train, and 
upon going out they found two sleepers 
and the diniDg-car on the track and six 
forward cars derailed. Two engines had 
broken from the train and ran forward a 
short distance and were standing on the 
track. 
The derailed cars were 
badly 
shaken. 
The smoking-car collided with a tree, 
which was forced into the middle of the 
car. 
The tourist sleeper and one day 
coach was also badly smashed. 
Ben YouDg, the baseball umpire, who 
was killed, and Mrs. Fowler who received 
a scalp wound, were both in the tourist 
sleeper. 
J. D. Keppler, a railroad constructor of 
Red Bluff, who was fatallv injured, was in 
the smoking-car. He is 'still alive, bnt it 
is thought he cannot long survive. 
The names of the other injured are: E. 
W. Healy and wife, of Tracy, Minn.; Mrs. 
Dr. A. H . Fowler, of Boston; V. C. Gross, 
of Ellensburg; E. T. Furness, of Tacoma; 
a Special Claim Agent of the Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad; Judd Randal, of Glenville, 
Minn.; George Brown, of Spokane Falls; 
R. 8. Campbell, of Oregon; F. W. Jacobs, 
cook on the dining-car; H. G. Woodson 
and Gerorge F. Purple, ot Edgemore, Mich.; 
Edward F. Reardon, of Tacoma. Healy 
has a broken leg, Mrs. Healy a scalp wound, 
Furness’ right arm is crushed. 
All of 
these, except Mrs. Fowler were sent to the 
Fannie Paddock Hospital, Mrs. Fowler is 
at the Tacoma Hotel. The others are not 
very severely injured. A broken rail caused 
the accident. It is said to have been lately 
placed in the track and was probably 
broken by the locomotive of this train. 
The track has been repaired and the train 
from the East has just arrived. 
L a te e —Irwin D. Keppler, of Red Bluff, 
Cal., who was injured in the Northern 
Pacific wreck last night, remained uncon­ 
scious until he died at the hospital this 
evening.

T H E ALASKA CANNERIES. 


T he C om panies U nable to Secure E nough 
Packing; M aterial for th e C atch. 
San F ran cisco , September 2d.—Several 
late arrivals of vessels from Alaska bring 
recent intelligence. At Chigink Bay the 
four canneries, managed by different com­ 
panies, effected a combination and worked 
in common. Fish were so plentiful that 
hundreds of thousands were thrown away 
on account of the scarcity of packing m a­ 
terial. The total pack at Chigink Bay was 
43.582 cases. 
The Robert E. Searies, which arrived in 
this city Sunday, was loaded to the deck 
line with salmon. 
The Sadie Caller will arrive here from 
Alaska with the rest of the Chignik pack 
canneries.

B oston, September 2d —In the “Block,’’ 
a place of solitary confinement in the 
Massachusetts State Prison, there are to­ 
day twenty-five or thirty men who are 
charged with violating the rules of the in ­ 
stitution. 
They.are supposed to be sepa­ 
rated from the outside world, with uo com­ 
munication whatever. Thirteen of the men 
sign a letter which tells the convicts’ story 
of the recent outbreak, and asserts that 
the Warden is the whole cause of the dis 
satisfaction existing in the prisoD, and that 
he is totally until for bis position.

leges that the meu who participated in the 
Bertillion 
demonstration 
by sboutiDg, 
pounding with dippers, etc., were clubbed, 
thrust in squads of four or six into solitary 
confinement and deprived of food for ten 
hours, and that while the therm om eter 
stood at 94° steam was turned into the 
ventilators until the men fainted from heat 
and lack of water. It was the severity of 
this punishm ent for a “irifliDg” offense 
which caused the recent riot. 
In conclu­ 
sion, the letter expresses the hope that the 
charges which it makes may be investi­ 
gated.

T H E NEW YORK STR IK E. 


T he S tate B o ard o f A rb itratio n Investi­ 
g atin g th e M atter. 
New Y o rk , September 2d.—The State 
Board of Arbitration began an investiga­ 
tion here 10 day as to the difficulties exist­ 
ing between the New York Central Rail­ 
road and the Knights of Labor. Third 
Vice President Webb of the New York 
Central was the first witness, and said the 
company had no controversy with its em­ 
ployes. 
On the evening of August 8th a 
large num ber of employes left, and their 
places bed been filled. 'T h e alleged cause 
was that seventy-eight members out of 20,- 
U00 had been discharged. They had been 
dischargeed for good cause, but only seven 
of those men applied to the company for 
information as to why they were dis­ 
charged. Subsequently a gentleman from 
another State called and wanted to know 
why the men were discharged. 
Witness 
declined to give the reasons. This gentle­ 
man was Mr. Holland. 
LTpon being cross­ 
examined by General Roger Pryor, Webb 
said he had discharged the men on reports 
from members of the secret service of the 
company. The charge itself was unsatis­ 
factory service. An engineer named Lee 
was discharged for unsatisfactory service. 
Lee was very arrogant and insolent and 
said he would tie up every wheel between 
here and Buffalo if he did not get some of 
the Vanderbilt money. 
Continning, Webb said that several of 
the men knew the cause for which they 
were discharged. Their relations with the 
Knights of Labor had nothing to do with 
their discharge. 
Mr. Pryor endeavored to find out if the 
Knights of Labor question bad been dis­ 
cussed bv the Board of Directors, but the 
Board declined to admit the question. 
“That shots as off.” remasked Pryor, turn­ 
ing aronnd to the Knights of Labor Execu­ 
tive Commiitee. 
Webb said be had arranged for the serv­ 
ices of the Pinkerton men some time before 
the strike. W hen asked about the details 
of the arrangement, Webb declined to an­ 
swer. 
He did not seek the protection of 
the police authorities prior to the employ 
m ent of the Pinkerton men. 
Webb was followed by the members of 
the Knights of Labor dismissed by the 
New York Central. Their testimony'went 
over the ground of the alleged supposed 
cause of their dismissal, and the incidents 
connected therewith, already substantially 
covered in these dispatches. 
Hallard 
and 
Devlin, 
the’ Executive 
Committeemen, testified to their effort to 
bring about a settlement of the difficulty 
by arbitration. 
E. J. Lee introduced a correspondence 
between himself and Powderly. The latter 
advised him to move cautiously, as he was 
a competetor with the corporation that 
controlled the Central. 
On Angnst 2d 
Powderly wrote: 
“I regret to hear of the 
condition of affairs. 
If there is to be 
trouble, it will be when Depew is away. 
I advise yon to avoid a strike at all haz­ 
ards, as the order cannot support you now. 
Act on the following suggestion: Select 
from your men such as are good and re­ 
liable, and secure places for them in the 
West. Then have them ask for shorter 
hours and higher wages. This road will 
□ot grant it. 
Then have them quit, and 
take new places secured for them. Do 
this secretly, and wait until Depew returns. 
He is a Presidential candidate, and would 
not care for a strike on his road.” 
General Master W orkman Powderly was 
next called. Pending the strike he had no 
interview with any ol the road’s officials. 
He related his interview with Webb, and 
brought out nothing new.

SINGLE TAX. 


Y esterd ay ’s P ro ceed in g s of th e N ational 
C onvention a t New York. 


N ew Y o r k , September 2d.—At to-day’s 
meeting the Single-tax Convention was 
formally organized as the National League 
of Single-tax Clubs of the United States. A 
Committee on Platform and Resolutions, 
with Henry George as Chairman, went 
into sessian, but will not report till to-mor­ 
row’s meeting. 
At the afiernoon session the Committee's 
report was read in the shape of resolutions 
setting forth that the delegates here assem­ 
bled are organized into a National Single­ 
tax League. 
All organizations subscribing 
to the National Single-tax platform are 
elegible for 
membership. The general 
committee shall have power to elect a 
known siogle tax delegate from the Slates 
aod Teiritories not represented iu the con­ 
ference, to serve until singie-tax organiza­ 
tions iu their respective localities shall elect 
successors. 
The resolutions furth-r say: “ W hile the 
league is an organization and seeks to in­ 
corporate 
its 
economic views *ln law 
through political action, we gladly recog­ 
nize the religious feeling that animates a 
desire for justice and recommend the co­ 
operation of such parlies in full accord with 
our views as may be organized to advocate 
the single tax on ethical grounds.” 
The report was adopted. 
Five delegates at large, who, with a dele­ 
gate from each State in the conference and 
one from the District of Columbia, will 
constitute a national committee, were ap­ 
pointed as follows: W illiam T. Crossdale, 
Louis F. Post, August Lewis, Read Gordon 
and G. St. John Leurens. 
Among the State Committeemen are H. 
L. Pleace of California and Jam es W. 
Bucklin of Colorado. 
Adjourned until to-morrow. 


A MASS MEETING. 
A mass-meeting was held this evening, 
at which W. Lloyd Garrison and others 
spoke. The mention of Cleveland’s free 
trade message in Garrison’s speech elicited 
loud cheers. 
Garrison said: “Our reform 
has been marked with great wisdom. Its 
power has been felt by the Democracy of 
the State of New York, and the Republi­ 
canism of the country, which is nothing 
but as national politics is the science of 
numbers. (Laughter.) It cannot afford to 
speak the truth, and it savs what is expe­ 
dient. It deals in words, not in ideas ” 
Among other speakers were Lse Merri- 
wether, of Missouri, Judge Maguire, of 
San Francisco, and Henry George. 
Mr. George spoke but briefly. 
H e said 
that judging from the speeches he had 
heard, he was no longer needed on the 
platform. There were others than he to 
talk single tax. 
A few years ago he saw 
that they were educating men in the 
movement who would change the des­ 
tinies of the country, and he was glad to 
see that the predictions were true. 


A BOLD RO BBER. 


An 
E xpress M essenger 
C om pelled to 
Give Up th e C ontents o í a Safe. 


M o b il e (Ala.), September 2d.—The Lou­ 
isville and Narhville Cannon-ball train 
laBt night was “ held up” at Pensacola 
Junction by a robber who entered the ex­ 
press car and compelled the messenger to 
give up the comenta of the safe. 
It is not. 
known at this time the extent of the loss. 
Havmg secured the valuables, the robber 
jumped off and took to the woods. E n­ 
gineer Bob Sizer says he was pulling out 
and just as his train got under way he 
turned around and saw a man standing 
near him . Before he conld ask a question 
or look twice, two big revolvers were in 
his face. H e wt>s then told to run his 
train to the Escambia river bridge, some 
miles distant, and stop on the bridge. 
There was nothing lelt ior him to do but 


to obey, and he did so. The engineer was 
told to get off his engine and did so. 
Then the robber directed Sizer to go to 
the express car and force an entrance, the 
robber putting a heavy mallet in his hand. 
Sizer did so. and burst open the car-door. 
Express Messenger Archie Johnson was 
standing in his car with a pistol in his 
hand, but seeing Sizer he lowered it. The 
next m inute he was covered and told to 
lay down his gun and he obeyed. 
Then the robber, standing in the car- 
door, compelled the messenger to open the 
safe and hand him all the money. 
W hile 
this operation was going on the fellow was 
standing in the door, coolly looking at his 
victim and firing first on one side of the 
train and then on the other to overawe the 
passengers and the train crew. 
W hen be 
got the money tne robber told Sizer to fol­ 
low him. The man showed the wav to the 
engine and made Sizer pull out, and with a 
parting shot and a wild yell dashed off 
into the bushes and was soon lost to sight. 
A posse has left Flonaton and another has 
gone from Mobile in pursuit of the robber. 


EXPLOSION O F A GASOLINE-STOVE. 


Several F irem en Seriously In ju red a t a 
St. P a u l F ire. 


S t . P a u l , September 2d.—At an early 
hour this morning a fire broke out in the 
kitchen of a house on Hanson street. An 
alarm 
was turned in and the firemen 
were promptly on hand. 
The fire was 
not considered particularly serious and 
had spread comparatively little, so that 
the firemen had little difficulty in enter­ 
ing the kitchen. A num ber of them were 
in the room when there was a sudden 
sharp explosion, and the whole place was 
filled with the flash of burniDg gasoline.

Dr. R. H . Lamborn, Ph. D., has been 
laboring for some years in a quiet but per 
sistent way, to discover some means of 
mitigating the sufferings of mankind I hat 
la v e their beginning and their life in the 
assault of that pestiferous insect, the mos­ 
quito. 
The work of the scientist has been 
crystallized at last into book form, and in 
the volume he tells us where these insects 
originate, how long they live and how we 
juay best resist their attacks. 
But after all, the doctor’s book will 
prove somewhat disappointing to the un­ 
scientific reader. > H e arrives at the con­ 
clusion that the best way to fight the mos­ 
quito is to assail him in his breeding 
places, and by spraying these with coal oil 
and other fluids destroy him before be can 
send out his amazons to annoy m an; for 
we learn anew from the doctor’s essay that 
it is the female mosquito alone of which 
men have to complain. 
Draining 
wet 
places, 
spraying 
the 
edges 
of 
marsh 
lands, 
flushing 
the 
waters where the insect loves 
to 
set 
up his home, encouraging the propagation 
of certain classes of birds and giving 
attention to general sanitary laws, will 
greatly tend to the extirm ination of the 
mosquito. 
But it will strike most people 
th at some of these remedies are without 
the reach of the mass of the people. W hat 
good will it do, for instance, to spend all 
one’s substance sowing 
petroleum 
on 
marshes, river banks and ponds, if one’s 
neighbor, a half mile away, neglects a 
single breeding place no more than six or 
eight feet across, perhaps, whence may 
come mosquitoes in sufficient number to 
keep a hundred thousand hands busy dab­ 
bing this way and that to prevent the pre­ 
sentation of bills? 
It is somewhat con­ 
soling, of course, to know that the male 
mosquito does honor to his sex by attend­ 
ing strictly to his own business, and ignor­ 
ing the existence of mankind. For, as has 
been said, he leaves all the annoyance 
part of mosquito duty to his sisters, his 
female cousins and his aunts, and thus far 
they have proved equal to the task nature 
has imposed upon them. 
The doctor a year or more ago offered 
prizes for competition by entomologists in 
essays upon the mosquito ¡test and the 
best methods of destroying it. 
His hoDe 
was that entomologists would discover the 
dragon-fly to be so much the enemy of the 
mosquito th at the former could be culli- 
vated for the purpose of wreaking ven­ 
geance for man upon the universal enemy. 
The first prize was won by Mrs. Eugene 
Aaron of Philadelphia for an essay on “The 
Dipterous Enemies of Man;” thesecond was 
divided between Archibald C. Weeks and 
W illiam Beutenmuller of New York, for 
papers on “The U tility of Dragon-flies as 
Destroyers of Mosquitoes.” 
These papers 
are embodied in Dr. Lamborn’s interesting 
book. 
But none of them give any hope to 
the belief that had been entertained that 
the dragon-fly can be counted upon as a 
specific for the mosquito nuisance. T hat 
they do assail and consume countless m ill­ 
ions of the pests is tru e ; but they come at 
odd times, are erratic in their work, go as 
quickly as they come, and resist effort to 
cultivate them and increase their number. 
So, then, we must continue to fight the 
culicidie in the old-fashioned way, with 
screens and pillows and towels, and the 
beating of onr own cheeks and the rough 
boxing of our own ears. 
Mr. Beutenmuller, who is of the New 
York Museum of N atural History, devotes 
his paper mainly to the dragon-fly remedy 
for the mosquito, but doubts if man can 
ever cultivate these raosquito-hawks, as 
the Indians term them, so as to make 
them efficient servitors. 
It is something 
worth while knowing, however, th at hut 
for the service the courageous devil’s- 
darning-needle, as the dragon-fly is some­ 
times called, life would not be worth liv­ 
ing, for mosquitoes would take man captive 
in the fullest sense of the word. 
Mr. 
Beutenm uller does show, however, that 
about hotels and residences if lanterns are 
arranged to attract mosquitoes, and pans 
of kerosene and other m ixtures are then 
set out, the pests can l>e immensely reduced 
in number. 
A very little petroleum, also, 
on the stagnant waters in which the mos­ 
quitoes breed, will spread out in a great, 
broad, thin film and destroy the larva-. 
None of the writers in Dr. Lamborn’s 
book find any good in the mosquito. 
He 
appears to defy the supposed laws of na­ 
ture and to exist for evil deeds only. 
Not 
so the house-fly, the flesh-fly, the blow-fly, 
and their thousand allies, for they labor 
incessantly purifying the air, and “avert­ 
ing the summer brood of cholera, diph­ 
theria, and typhoid fevers.” To these man 
is indebted; to the mosquito he owes only 
the duty of labor to exterm inate the en­ 
tire family of the pest.

CHANCE HELD TO ANSWER. 


Ju stic e D evine T h in k s H e In ten d e d to 
K ill Nevis. 
The prelim inary examination of Silas 
Chance on a charge of assanlt with intent 
to com m it murder, made upon A. C. Nevis 
on Thursday last, was concluded before 
Justice of the Peace Devine yesterday. 
Chance took the witness atand in hiaown 
behalf and testified that he went 10 Nevis’ 
house, in hia capacity of Road Overseer, 
and demanded of Nevis that he pay his 
road tax. Nevis refused, Decauae Chance 
owed him some money. Chance said he 
then attempted to take Nevis’ wagon, as 
he believed he had a right to do under the 
law, and Nevis interfered. 
H e warned 
Nevis off, and the latter ran into bis house, 
but reappeared shortly with a shot-gun, 
which he flourished about menacingly. 
Chance said he believed Nevis was going 
to shoot, and drew hia revolver and fired 
in self defense. 
He admitted that he had 
had trouble with Nevis the day before, 
bnt explained that Nevis had abnsed bis 
(Chauce’s) wife. 
The case was then argued by Drove L. 
Johnson and Assistant District Attorney 
Bruner for the prosecution, and W. A. Gett, 
Jr., for the defense, after which the m atter 
wns submitted to the Court. 
Judge Devine, in passing judgment, said 
the testimony in the case had been rather 
conflicting. “The testimony of the prose­ 
cuting witness and bis wife,” said he, "estab­ 
lishes a clear case against Chance. The 
defense, that Chance was jnstitied in shoot­ 
ing. is somewhat supported by the testi­ 
mony of Chance and other witnesses for 
the defense, but not sufficiently so to satisfy 
the Court. I am satisfied that the defend­ 
ant had some motive other than the collec­ 
tion of road tax in going to Nevis’ house. 
I think the road tax matter was only a pre­ 
text for having some trouble, and I am in ­ 
clined to think that he fired his revolver 
not in self-defense. He allowed his feelings 
and anger toward Nevis to get the better of 
him . I think it is a proper case for a jury 
to pass upon. The order of the Court is 
that the defendant be held to answer the 
charge of assault to commit murder before 
the Superior Court, and bail will be fixed 
at $1,500.”

STARTSMAN AGAIN. 


H e is U nder A rrest Now on a C harge of 
C rim inal A ssault. 
E. J. Startsm an, the man who caused the 
Chinese uprising several weeks ago on the 
Cosumnes, in which a man named Pierson 
lost his life, was arrested yesterday after­ 
noon on a charge of criminal assault. 
Startsman, it appears, has been in the 
habit of putting up his team at Scriver’s 
stable, and for several days past was ac­ 
companied by a little girl about ten years 
of a£e. On Monday evening he left her at 
the stable, saying ne would return soon. 
He did not come back, however, and Mr. 
Scriver procured accommodations tor the 
child at a lodging-bouse. 
Startsman was 
not seen again and Mr. 8criver sent word 
to the police to come and get the child. 
Chief Drew sent an officer for the little 
girl, and when she arrived at the police 
station, questioned her closely as to what 
she bad been doing. She was reticent at 
first, but finally consented to tell what she 
knew. 
She said her name was Florence Butterfield 
and that her father was night foreman at 
Catey’s car stables. 
On W ednesday last 
she met Startsman on the Yolo bridge, and 
upon his invitation took a ride on his 
wagon. He took her out to Brighton, 
where he bought a load of grapes and re­ 
turned to this city. That night he took her 
to a lodging house on Fifth street. She re­ 
mained in his company for several days 
thereafter, and they stopped at different 
lodging houses. 
He told people that she 
was his mece. Several times duriug the 
time she was in his company, she said, he 
assaulted her, and told her that if she ever 
told any one of it “she would be hung.” 
The child underwent a medical examina­ 
tion last evening, and the report of the 
physicians to some extent substantiates her 
story. 
Startsman, after his arrest, denied all 
knowledge of the child, but when con­ 
fronted with evidence wilted and admitted 
that he had been in her company. He 
persisted, however, that he had not as­ 
saulted her. 


FARMER GORE’S ASSAILANTS.

Mark Twain’s popularity will give the 
event additional zest, particularly as “The 
Prince and the Pauper” is the first of bis 
stories, turned to stage purposes, which 
seems to have achieved both critical and 
popular favor. 


ELSIE LESLIE, AS THE PRINCE. 


One of the chief attractions of the per­

will, 
however, 
undoubtedly 
prove to be Elsie Leslie, a little Miss not 
yet 11 years old, who impersonates the 
dual role of Tom Canty, the pauper, and 
Edward, Prince of Wales, Mark Twain’s 
youthful heroes. 
Notwithstanding 
her 
tender years, it is safe to say that she is 
almost as well known as the most talked 
about stellar lum inaries, and she has a 
drawing power which many of them might 
be glad to possess. Miss Leslie has been 
on the stage only four seasons, but in that 
time has made such perceptible progress 
in the line of true art that critics have 
ceased to speak of her as a precocious 
youngster and refer to her instead as an 
artist. Miss Leslie was at that time, as she 
is now, under the direction of Daniel 
Frohm au, the judicious manager of the 
Lyceum Theater, New York, the gentle­ 
man having been the first to recognize and 
value her unusually rare ability. 
Mr. 
Frohm an relates that she is the only child 
actress he ever met with for whom a 
“coaching” process was unnecessary. 
Mrs. B urnett saw the child in "E ditha’s 
Burglar,” and immediately began the stage 
version of “ Little Lord Fauntleroy,” it be­ 
ing understood that Elqje should personate 
the role of Cedric. As soon as the details 
were settled the authoress went to work on 
her dramatization, and the youthful actress 
studied the story. 
The furor which the little one made in 
“Fauntlerov,” and which was in a great 
measure the means of tiding the play to its 
Ehenomenal popularity, is still remem- 
ered. She played the part of Cedric for 
eight consecutive months at the Broadway 
Theater, New York, and then returned to 
Mr. Frohm an’s direction. 
He decided to 
procure a play for Elsie, and Mark Twain’s 
“Prince and Pauper” was thought of. 
The novelty of Elsie's playing the dual 
role of Prince and Panper will be one of 
the special attractions of the piece. There 
are four acts and six scenes in the play, 
and about sixty people will take part in the 
production. The scenery is to be especially 
effective. The costumes will be faithful 
copies of those of the period. 
Elsie will be 
compelled to make frequent and quick 
changes of costume, and, as can be seen, 
the part will be more difficult than any she 
has yet attempted. The play had last sea­ 
son a ten weeks’ run in New York, four in 
Philadelphia and three in Chicago. 
The box-sheet for “ The 
Prince and 
Panper” will be open on Thursday. 


John Slater gave another of his singular 
entertainments at Pythian Castle last night 
and drew such a crowd that many of his 
auditors were unable to get seats and were 
compelled to stand.

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THE DRAINAGE CANAL. 


A HEATED CONFERENCE BEIW EEN THE 
SUPERVISORS AND TRUSTEES. 


W olf and M'ó.TjttoSh l,n Stubborn, a s U sual 
—T he M a /ter F in a lly D ropped 


■Without a “ F A ctU n . 


T he com m ittee w hich was appointed 
several m onths age to investigate 
r e ~ 
port npon th e m ooted drainage canal, in* 


the suggestion of the com m ittee by m aking 
a joint appropriation and dredging the 
canal. 
H e said the canal was bnilt by the 
citv and not b7 the county, and yet the 
city w ould not take care of it. 
H e con­ 
sidered it a disgrace both to the city and 
county. T he citizens of th at locality, he 
said, had threatened several tim es to sne 
the city if relief were not afforded. 
Of 
course,"he said, the water belonged to the 
county, bu t how did it get there if not 
through th at very canal of the city’s? 
E verything now runs in to a “pocket” and 
there it slays, and reeks w ith foulness. 
H e 
was satisfied th at the Board of Supervisors 
w ould agree to m ake an appropriation for 
the purpose of dredging the canal, and he 
hoped th e Trustees would join w ith them . 
M cLaughlin disputed Mr. Tebbets’ asser 
port upon th e m ooted drainage canal, in * . ^ n tb at tfae city had buiU tb e 
It 
form ed th e Board of Supervisors yesterday 
was built by the county, but was afterw ards 
tam e d over to the city. 
Supervisor Boss n ex t gave his views. 
“ A s far as I am Individually concerned,” 


forenoon th a t they were ready to report. 
A s th e m atter was of equal interest to 
tb e City Trustees, it was suggested th at the 
com m ittee w ithhold its report u n til the af­ 
ternoon, so that the Trustees m ight be 
present and hear it and act w ith the Super­ 
visors upon it. 
M ayor Comstock and Trustees W olf and 
M cLaughlin and all of th e Supervisors 
were on hand in the afternoon, as were the 
m em bers of the com m ittee and m any per­ 
sons who reside and ow n land in the vicin­ 
ity of the canal. Colonel Jam es McXasser, 
C hairm an of the com m ittee, subm itted the 
report, w hich was as follows : 


S a c r a m e n t o , Septem ber 2,1890 
7b the Honorable Board of Supervisors of Sacra­ 
mento County, and Tr unices of the City of Sacra­ 
mento—G e n t l e m e n : On November 8 , 1889, your 
honorable Board, during your regular session, 
m et and consulted w ith a delegation of the 
land owners of th a t portion of Sacram ento 
county w hich is directly affected by the drain­ 
age canal leading from Sacram ento City to 
Snodgrass Slough. 
The purpose of the m eeting was to devise 
such rem edial m easures, as, in the judgm ent of 
your honorable Board, would best subserve the 
desired purpose of the rectification of the said 
drainage canal by further enlargem ent and 
deepening. 
Heavy losses at freqv 
past, been sustained by every land ow ner along 
leavy losses at frequent Intervals have in the 


the route of the canal by reason of Inundations 
by the waters therefrom , crops ruiued, land very 
m aterially depreciated iu value, am i the death 
rate from the disease-breeding canal largely in­ 
creased. 
A com m ittee, to act as an Executive Commit­ 
tee, was nam ed, and requested to deliberate aud 
to agree upou some definite plan of action 10 be 
subm itted to your honorable Board at sume 
future date. An exam ination of the canal was 
authorized, by the City Trustees nam ing H. F. 
Pierson, City Engineer, and by the Board of 
Supervisors nam ing J. C. Boyd, County Sur­ 
veyor, as their respective engineers, to act 
jointly in m aking the exam inations necessary 
to determ ine the existing condition of the canal, 
to propose a plan and au estim ate of the cost of 
the proposed work. The engineers also to con­ 
sult w ith the Executive Committee, aud to as­ 
sist said com m ittee where advisable. 
Owing to the continued high stage of the 
canal and river waiers it was inexpedient to a t­ 
tem pt the necessary exam inations, and, as a 
consequence, no earlier report by the committee 
w as possible. 
Recognizing the fact th at m uch valuable time 
is being lost iu this regard, we arranged with 
the City Trustees and your honorable Board to 
view the entire length of the canal from Sacra­ 
m ento city to Snodgrass Slough. On August 27th 
various m em bers of this com m ittee m et w ith 
th e Boards ot Supervisors and City Trustees, 
an d carefully exam ined the m aterial features 
of the canal to its outlet at the Audersou levee. 
A close observance of the necessities of the 
canal has led this com m ittee to agree unan­ 
imously upon a plan for the proper construction 
of the canal, which we herew ith subm it for 
your consideration. 
We respectfully and urgently protest against 
the further use of this canal iu its present con­ 
dition as a m eans of disposing oi the sewage and 
drainage of Sacram ento city. 
Owing to its im proper construction, faulty 
gradient and insufficient capacity, this canal 
has in the past been a constant m enace, a direct 
injury and cause of the rapid deterioration of 
the value of the lands adjacent; thousands of 
acres of the finest lands in tne county have been 
rendered alm ost useless, bountiful crops re­ 
peatedly destroyed by inundation therefrom , 
and at tnis tim e over 12,000 acres of rich bottom 
land along its entire length under from two to 
five feet of water. And not only do we subm it 
th at the land to the extent above noted is at 
this tim e entirely useless, but we also contend, 
and we substantiate our contention by actual 
facts, th at a large portion of this 12.000 acres, 
to day under water, has, previous to the con­ 
struction ot the drainage canal, been in a high 
state of cultivation, nndjthrough the m edium of 
this so-called drainage canal has since been 
ruined. 
Therefore, in view of the above facts, we re­ 
spectfully aud strenuously urge your honorable 
. Board to, in conjunction w ith the City Trustees, 
set aside an appropriation in a sum uecessary 
for the construction of a first-class dredger, and 
th e continuous operation of the same until a 
canal forty feet wide be constructed from Snod­ 
grass Slough to Sacram ento city. 
By this m ethod of treating tbe canal the city 
would be more easily relieved of its draiuage 
and sewage, the county roads afforded a m eans 
of drainage, and tide-w ater brought nearer to 
Sacram ento city by operating 
through this 
canal. 
In its present condition, on account of its ex ­ 
trem e shallowness for miles of its length, the 
bed of the canal has grown np in a mass of tule 
and weeds, preventing a free flow southward, 
and causing a more rapid filling in and choking 
up of the caual and correspondingly reducing 
its efficiency. By m eans of a dreoger as above 
proposed, a canal could be dug of sufficient 
depth to insure an absence to a great extent of 
vegetable m atter in tbe channelw ay. 
The vast volum e of water draining a w ater­ 
. shed ot about 2tl> miles, together w ith tbe drain­ 
' age of Sacram ento city, is necessarily carried 
through the canal. Therefore, it is obvious that 
to treat thi« caual in any other way, or on any 
sm aller scale than by the dredger plan, would 
be but a useless waste of tim e and money, not 
econom ical, and could not afford the desired 
relief. 
By adopting the plan of constructing and con 
tinuously operating a dredger of the most im ­ 
proved pattern, the canal could be m ade to sub­ 
serve the purpose for w hich it was originally in­ 
tended, tidew ater brought nearer the citv. and 
an additional fall for drainage purposes advan­ 
tageously used in prom oting a m ore rapid out­ 
flow of the drainsge and sewage water of the 
city, thus saviog thousands of dollars annually 
to the city by the cessation of operating the Y 
street pum p for eight or uine m onths in each 
year. 
Aud further, not oniy as a m atter of economy, 
b ut in consideration oi the further fact th at the 
sewage from Sacram ento 
city 
is 
pum ped 
through th e Y street levee, and becomes laden 
w ith most deadly and fever-breeding gases, 
w hich as a natural sequence is wafted by the 
m ore prevailing soutnerly breezes, back and 
over the city, people living w ithin a mile of 
the canal ere com pelled on very frequent oc­ 
casions to close th eir doors and windows to 
keep out th e obnoxious odors arising from the 
stagnant sewage m atter in the canal. As a 
.sanitary proposition it becomes an im portant 
factor in the consideration of the health of the 
city and a m oial obligation on the part ot the 
city to so treat Base wage th at others m ay not 
be caused to suffer financially and physically 
by reason of the Inefficient mode of treating its 
sewage system. 
The taxable w ealth of the county would be 
m aterially increased. Thousands of acres, now 
entirely useless, and assessed at from $2 £0 to 5i 
per acre, would be brought into a state of cu lti­ 
vation and assessed at a valuation of from $60 to 
Í100 per acre. As a consequence, the rate of 
taxation on the entire county would be de­ 
creased. IVople living on the plains and drain­ 
ing eventually into tne canal wou d have a re­ 
duced rale of taxation, aud w hat Is now swamp 
and overflowed land would be brought up to a 
higher assessed valuation to m ake good tne de 
licleucy. Furtherm ore, the county roads for 
m onths during lost w inter were under w a'er, 
and, in at least one instance, to this day im ­ 
passable, drainage prevented, travel impeded 
and a serious oss occasioned therefrom . 
By the proper treatm ent of ibis caual a ready 
m eans is afforded for the drainage of the upper 
and lower Stockton roads, Freeport road, Willow 
Slough and Elder Creek. 
Therefore, in view of the facts as above set 
forth, we. the undersigned com m ittee, most 
strenuously urge your honorable Board to, in 
conjunction wuli th e City Trustee*, m ake a 
sufficient appropriation to carry on the work as 
outlin td above, viz.; to construct and to con­ 
tinuously operate a dredger of the mosi Im­ 
proved class, in m aking a canal at lean forty 
feet In w idth from Snodgrass Slough to Sacra­ 
m ento city. And for which the undersigned 
will ever nray. 
Signed; Jam es McNas*er (Chairman), W illiam 
Jonustou, Joseph Sims, Jam es O’Neil, W illiam 
Curtis R. a . G. Gourlie, George Peters, George 
Hack. 
U pon the conclusion of tbe reading of 
the report. Supei visor Greer m oved th at it 
be received and placed on file. 
W illiam JohD ston.one of the com m ittee, 
w anted to know w hat th at m eant. 
H e said 
if the report was going to be relegated to 
th e depths of a pigeon hole, he w anted to 
know it. 
M r. G reer explained that the filing of the 
report was only a m atter of form , and it 
w ou ld be called up for discussion im m edi­ 
ately. 
A"form al vote w«9 taken on filing th e re­ 
port. and then Mr. Greer called the m atter 
u p for consideration. 
H e said be was very 
fam iliar w ith the m atter, and had e x ­ 
pressed him self publicly as in favor of 
rem edying the 
evil. 
C onsequently 
he 
thought it w ould be m ore proper for others 
to give th eir views. 
M ayor Comstock being called upon, said 
he had listened to the reading of the report 
and was in harm ony w ith it. 
H e had seen 
the canal, and wonid vote for any sensible 
m easure th at would afford relief. 
H e did 
not know how far the city could help in 
th e m atter, but he was satisfied th at justice 
w ould be done. 
^ 
M cLaughlin and W olf were asked for 
th eir views, b ut evidently they had none. 
“ W e cam e here to hear tbe report,” said 
* 
M r. M cLaughlin, “and d id n ’t come here to 
act on anything.” 
“ W ell, Mr. M cLaughlin,” said C hairm an 
Ross, w ith a bit of irony, “you have heard 
th e report, sir.” 
M cLaughlin said som ething about not 
agreeing w ith the com m ittee. 
H e said no 
w ater w ent down through the canal six 
m o n th s in the year, and he didn’t know 
w h at all th e row was about. 
“ W ell, w here do you suppose all th at 
stic k com es from dow n 
there?” asked 
Supervisor Bates. 
Supervisor Tebbets took the floor and 
declared him self as in favor of carrying out 


THE ELECTRIC ROAD. 


INDIGNATION OF CITIZENS AT THE AC­ 
TION OF THE TEUSTEES. 


T h e B oard o f T rade H old s a M eeting, 


an d W ill M ake A n oth er Effort 


to 
S ecure 
It. 


h e said, " I earnestly believed th at som e­ 
thing has to be done in this m atter. 
I will 
vote for th e plan suggested by th e com ­ 
m ittee, as I have heard com plainls enough 
about the condition of th at canal, and w ant 
tbe people dow n there to have som e re ­ 
lief.” 
Mr. G reer said th e m atter bad been a 
long tim e agitated and ought to have been 
attended to years ago. B ut the people were 
ripe uow for th e im provem ent, and he did 
not th in k either the city or county had tbe 
right to deny th eir dem ands. 
T he best 
lands in th e county were lying beneath a 
reeking bed of filth, and by a judicious e x ­ 
penditure o f m oney they could be re­ 
claim ed. 
T hey would become valuable 
and the county at large would benefit by it. 
H e did n ot th in k th e proposition of the 
com m ittee so expensive as it seems. 
H e 
had talked w ith engineers and persons who 
understood dredging and was satisfied th at 
the w ork could be done'for about $1,000 a 
m onth. 
W illiam Johnston, interrupting, said he 
thought th e w ork could be done /or less 
th an the am ount suggested by Mr. Greer. 
Mr. Greer, continuing, said 
th e City 
should be ju st as m uch interested as tbe 
county in the proposed im provem ent, be­ 
cause it w onld derive just as m uch benefit. 
H e th ought that if the tw o Boards w ould 
start in im m ediately w ith a sm all appro­ 
priation—say enough to purchase a good 
dredger—th e work would surely be finished, 
even if the people dow n there had to pay 
for it them selves. 
Supervisor Bates thought he had a solu­ 
tion of th e entire m atter. 
H e suggested 
that they find out right off if the Trustees 
w ould do th eir share, it the Supervisors 
w ould do their share and if the people liv­ 
ing in the vicinity of the canal would do 
their share. 
H e added that they should 
start in w ith the Trustees, an d turned in ­ 
quiringly to W olf. 
T he latter, after som e hesitation, said he 
partly agreed w ith Mr. Greer th at the m a t­ 
ter should be rem edied, aud he thought 
M cLaughlin would vote w ith him for an 
appropriation, provided it was apportioned 
so as not to h it the Trustees too hard. 
Supervisor Tebbets said he thought the 
apportionm ent could easily be agreed upon 
and suggested for a starter th at the county 
could pay $2 and th e Trustees $1 for every 
$1 put up by th e people living near the 
canal. 
T his seemed agreeable to Supervisors 
Bates, Ross. Black and Greer, as well as 
the canal people and M ayor Com9tock. 
W olf and M cLaughlin, how ever, shook 
their heads in the negative. 
J. M. Stephenson then took the floor and 
offered a suggestion th at the B oard o f S u­ 
pervisors take entire charge of th e m atter; 
that they levy a tax, so th at the city and 
countv w ould both contribute and there 
w dbld be no hardships on either. 
Trustee W olf did not th in k this fair to 
the city. 
T h e city pays taxes as well as 
tbe county, he said, and should have som e­ 
thing to say in the m atter. 
Mr. Stephenson, however, insisted th at 
the Supervisors should m anage the affair. 
“ Let the m oney come out of the general 
fund,” he said. 
"D on’t w ait for So-and-So 
to do his part, and So-and-So to do his. 
If 
you do the w ork will never be done. 
Let 
the Supervisors levy the tax upon the city 
as well as th e county.” 
Supervisor Bates did not like this plan, 
either. 
H e thought th at the city should 
take som e ot the responsibility. 
“ W ell, w ouldn’t the city pay its share in 
th at w ay?” asked Trustee M cLaughlin; 
“Y ou couldn’t m ake th e people in the 
country th in k so,” said Bates. 
“They 
w ould roast th e Supervisors alive and say 
we were throw ing th eir m oney aw ay.” 
“ W ould they say th at if a special tax 
were levied?' asked Wolf. 
“Of course they w ould,” replied th e S u­ 
pervisor. 
W illiam Jo hnston then m ade quite a 
speech on th e general subject. 
H e said 
th at nearly $100,000 had been expended 
w ithin a few years for bridges and other 
im provem ents in various 
parts of 
the 
county, and those persons living near the 
canal, although paying their share of the 
cost, never were benefited a particle by 
these 
im provem ents. 
Y et 
they 
never 
"kicked," and 
now w hy shouldn’t the 
others treat them in the sam e generous way 
when 
they needed im provem ents? 
Mr. 
JobDston corrected the w rong im pression 
regarding w ho constructed the canal. 
H e 
said the county originally constructed it, 
but subsequently, by an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, it w ent into the hands of the city. 
A. A bbott also addressed the conference. 
H e said the expense of constructing the 
canal m ust be distributed. 
The people 
dow n there could not build it them selves, 
and m ust get som e assistance. Sacram ento 
county was suffering great losses every 
year through tbe canal. 
B ut the people 
down there could, he said, com pel the city 
by going to law to either im prove or abol­ 
ish the canal. 
H e thought the m atter 
should be settled now w hile th e tim e was 
ripe and w hen it could be done am icably. 
George H ack related how tbe canal had 
ruined his property, and C om m itteem an 
O 'N eil said that the Supervisors and T ru s­ 
tees should at least purchase a dredger and 
show the people th at they were alive to 
the situation. 
H e said he felt confident 
th at if such were done the people w ould see 
th at the work was done. 
T he Supervisors and Trustees jum ped at 
this suggestion, but Mr. O’N eill modified 
his statem ent. 
Colonel McNasser and several other gen­ 
tlem en w ho were agitating the m atter of 
im proving tbe canal at this point adjourned 
to a quiet corner or the room and had a 
conference. 
A t its conclusion the Colonel 
stated th at he and four others were ready 
to guarantee th e paym ent of $1 tow ard the 
w ork for every $2 paid by the city and $3 
by the county. 
Quite a lengthy discussion followed and 
tbe apportionm ent was finally ail but 
agreed upon as follows: County, $16,000; 
city, $8,000, and the canal people $4,000. 
T he T rustees then w ithdrew from the 
room ior a private conference and every­ 
thing looked like sm ooth sailing for the 
im provem ent folks. 
B ut they were doom ed to disappoint­ 
m ent. 
The Trustees soon returned, and it was 
learned th a t M cLaughlin and W olf bad 
changed th eir m inds again. They would 
apparently agree to nothing, while the 
M ayor w ould accede anything. Tbe com­ 
m ittee and Supervisors gathered around 
the Trustees and talked them selves hoarse, 
b nt M cLaughlin and W olf were obstinate. 
It was now after 5 o'clock, and as there 
was no prospect of any sort of an agree­ 
m ent tbe conference broke up w ithout 
even a form al adjournm ent. 


A Y oung M an's R ing 
N ora W right was in the l'oiice Court 
yesterday charged w ith petit larceny. The 
com plaint was sw orn to by Mrs. Ella Mc­ 
G rath, w ho claim ed th at Miss W right took 
a ring aw ay from her child, and tefused to 
return it. 
T he ring belonged to a young 
m an who was boarding at Mrs. M cG rath’s 
house, and she was afraid he m ight bring 
suit to recover it. T he case was continued 
until Septem ber 10th, City A ttorney H art 
slating th at be wished to look further into 
the details before presenting testim ony to 
the Court.

W hen the people of this city learned yes­ 
terday m orning through th e R eco rd-Unio n 
the action taken by the Board of Trastees 
in regarding to am ending the franchise o f 
th e C entral Street R ailw ay Com pany, so as 
to perm it the introduction of the electric 
system , th eir indignation knew no bounds. 
G roups of citizens Cotiid be seen upon al­ 
m ost every corner in th e business portions 
of the city discussing the situation, and de­ 
nouncing in unm easured term s tb e action 
of Trustees M cLaughlin and W olf. 
T he 
sentim ent was absolutely unanim ous, not 
one voice being raised in any quarter in 
defense o f those gentlem en. 
T here was 
talk of an indignation m eeting, and in one 
group on J street it was proposed to burn 
the obnoxious officials in effigy, a proposi­ 
tion w hich was w arm ly approved by sev­ 
eral w ell-know n business 
m en in the 
crowd. 
Citizens m eeting on the street w ould ask: 
“ W hat do you suppose is the reason Me 
L iu g h lin and W olf refuse to am end tbe 
ordinance, so th at we can have an electric 
road, when no one objects to it? ” 
T he re­ 
ply w ould be: 
“Oh, you can guess the 
reason as well as anybody. 
They do not 
pretend to give an y reason, and sim ply say 
they w ant to look into it further. No doubt 
they do!” 


BOARD OF TRADE MEETING. 
A special m eeting of the Directors of the 
Board of T rade was called yesterday at its 
room s, the special object of the sam e being 
to consider w hat furtuer steps to takeiD the 
m atter of the proposed electric railw ay sys­ 
tem . 
Before proceeding to this business, 
J. 0 . Colem an, who was present by invita­ 
tion of the President, m ade som e interest­ 
ing statem ents regarding the 
increased 
business of the Postoffice in this city. 
Som e discussion took place regarding the 
needs of the city in the Postoffice D epart­ 
m ent, and as a result the Board of Trade 
decided th at a standing com m ittee should 
be appointed, such as is in operation in 
m any cities in the East, to be know n as 
the Board of Trade Postal Com mittee, and 
whose duty will be to act for the interests 
of the city in any way that it can to assist 
the postal service and to m ake such recom ­ 
m endations from tim e to ticue to the D e­ 
partm ent iu W ashington as m ay seem to 
be necessary and proper. 
T he Board then decided to request all 
business houses in Sacram ento who can do 
so to observe Tuesday, Septem ber 9th, as a 
holiday, and it was ordered th at the Secre­ 
tary notify all m em bers of the Board of 
th at actioD. 
T he Board then took up the m atter of 
the street railw ay franchise, w hich has 
been hanging fire w ith the City Trustees. 
A lbert Leonard addressed th e Board in 
very em phatic language, declaring th at it 
was th e general opinion th at the franchise 
should be granted, and th a t the Trustees in 
delaying action were not acting for the 
best interests of the city. 
Mr. H all thought th at before condem n­ 
ing the action of the Trustees it would be 
proper th at the Board should be thoroughly 
inform ed as to w hat action had been taken 
by them , and w hat tbe proposed franchise 
really provided for. 
H e did not assum e 
that th e Board were actuated by any m o­ 
tives except proper ones, and th o u g h t th at 
proper 
restrictions 
should 
be 
throw n 
around any grants w hich m ight be m ade by 
th e city. 
THE SYSTEM 18 DESIRABLE. 
P resident P latt addressed the Board at 
som e length, and read from E astern papers 
regarding the operations of the over-head 
electric street railw ays in m any cities in 
the East. 
H e was very em phatic in his 
dem ands th at Sacram ento should have th e 
benefit of this system . 
H e called the at­ 
tention of tbe Board to th e fact th at a com ­ 
m ittee especially appointed by the Board 
had been seDt to San Jose, w here they had 
spent three days in a careful exam inatiou 
of the system em ployed by Mr. H enry and 
his c o m p a n y ; th at they had 
returned 
unanim ous iu favor of it, and thoroughly 
well pleased w ith its w orkings iu every 
p a rticu la r; th at the Board had u n an i­ 
m ously adopted the report of its com m ittee 
and stood thoroughly com m itted to the 
scheme, w ith, of course, suitable protec­ 
ting provisions, w hich m ust be introduced 
into any franchise th at should be granted. 
H e also called attention to th e fact that 
very few addiiioDal poles w ould have to be 
erected ; th at on one side of J street all the 
poles necessary had been erected and were 
now standing ; th at a franchise had been 
granted for them , and th at they could not 
be rem oved so long as the term s of the 
franchise were observed ; th at on th e op­ 
posite side a right had been granted for 
the erection of poles w hich would doubt­ 
less be pu t up. 
In his opinion, the only 
question involved was, would the city al­ 
low wires to be stretched across from one 
set of poles to the other, and the proper 
longitudinal wires h ung thereon? T his is 
all tflat is necessary to be done in addition 
to w hat has already been done, and would 
insure to the city of Sacram ento, a street­ 
car service equal to any in Ihe U nited 
States, and it would be a big step in the 
line of im provem ent. 
Messrs. Lindley, Mott, 
H opkins 
and 
F isher all expressed sim ilar views and 
favored tbe project. 
It wa9 decided th at 
Mr. P latt should be added to the com m ittee 
appointed at the last m eeting of the Board, 
and th at tbe com m ittee as now constituted 
should carefully review the proposed ordi­ 
nance, and w hen th e proper restrictions 
and m odifications were m ade to urge its 
passage by the Trustees.

W ashington, Septem ber 2d.—The Ord 
nance and Fortification Board will con 
vene for its regular m onthly se3sioD at the 
W ar D epartm ent to-m orrow . 
T his will be 
an im portant session, as there are m any 
questions in connection w ith the new forti­ 
fication bill to be considered. 
M anv of the 
item s were discussed at the last m eeting, 
held in New Y ork, bu t as the bill had not 
th en been approved by the President, no 
form al action could be taken in the m atter 
ot the allow m ent o f the appropriations for 
continuing the w ork of gun construction, 
&Dd in repairing batteries for the reception 
of guns and m ortars. 
One of th e first item s to be considered is 
th at providing for gun and m ortar batteries 
at New Y ork, Boston and San Francisco. 
T h e plans and specifications prepared by 
th e engineer corps for this work will be 
placed before the Board; also the corres- 
S 
ondence 
from 
properly 
owners 
and 
layors of the three cities concerning the 
sale and donation of sites for the erection of 
these batteries. 
T he Secretary of W ar has 
also been giving personal aitention to this 
m atter during his absence from W ashing­ 
ton. 
A nother m atter th at will he acted upon 
at th e m eeting on Tuesday is the appro­ 
p riation of $220,000 for procuring boring 
an d tu rn in g lathes, ride m achinery and an 
eighty-ton traveling crane, fully equipped 
for th e m anufacture of twelve-inch guns, at 
th e W atervliet. arsenal. 
There are special 
reasons for prom pi action in this particu­ 
lar, as it wus one o f the chief item s oi dis­ 
p u te betw een the conferees, and when it 
w as finally Hgreed to the dissenting m em ­ 
bers cast their voles in favor of it, believing 
th at by the tim e the m achinery was pro­ 
cured Congress would have decided to 
build another gun foundry either at the 
Rock Island arsenal, Illinois, or at the 
B enicia arsenal, California, and instead of 
ap propriating m oney for the construction 
of th e new wing at the W atervliet arsenal, 
necessary for the erection of this m a­ 
chinery, it would be a very sim ple m atter 
to have the m achinery transferred to one 
o f th e proposed new gun shops. 
San Francisco is uiakiDg rapid strides in 
all m atters pertaining to the navy. 
The 
building of such splendid cruisers by the 
U nion Iron W orks is a m atter of m uch 
favorable com m ent around the navy head­ 
q uarters. 
T here seems to be no doubt, 
w hatever, th at the Pacific Coast is to have 
an ordnance foundry. 
The good will ac­ 
crued to the Pacific Coast people, Califor- 
n iau s in particular, cannot be over-esti­ 
m ated. 
T he only foundry of this charac­ 
te r is at the W atervliet arsenal. New York, 
w here all kinds of guns are m anufactured, 
em ploying hundreds of m en and payiDg 
o ut thousauds of dollars annually. There 
seem s hardly any doubt but that such an 
ordnance 
loundry will 
be 
located at 
B enicia, Cal. 
In th e Com m ittee on Appropriations, 
M r. M orrow fought hard for California. 
CannoD of Illinois contended that Rock 
Island, 111., should be the place, and a 
m em ber favored som e point on the Gulf, 
and in the open house B ynum of Indiana 
advocated 
Indianapolis. 
T he result of 
such a contest was the incorporation of the 
follow ing paragraph in the fortifications 
bill: 
“ The President of th e United States is 
hereby authorized to appoint a Board to 
cousist of three officers of the arm v, one of 
th e engineers, one of the artillery, and one 
o f th e ordnaDce, not below the rank of 
Lieutenaot-Colonel, w ho shall inquire into 
th e facilities for prodnciDg 
fcigh-power 
guns at or near the Pacific coast,; nd in the 
vicinity of the Rock Island arsenal and at 
Indianapolis, and at som e pota: on the 
G ulf, and the advisability of erecting a 
gun factory at the Benicia arsenal, Califor­ 
nia, or at the Rock Island arsenal, or a: the 
Indianapolis arsenal, or at some point on 
th e G alf coast, for the purpose of finish­ 
ing and assem bling high power guns to 
be m ounted in for ideations ” 
It will be noticed that the Army Board is 
em pow ered to use its discretion in choosing 
one of the four sites nam ed. 
Benicia is 
alm ost certain of rap tu rin g the prize. 
In ­ 
dianapolis, Rock Islsud and a point on the 
G u lf Coast were m erely nanred in order to 
please B ynum , Canuon aod the Southern 
m em bers. 
Benicia Is regarded by the navy 
m en as u place adm irably adapted fur such 
a place us an ordnance foundry. 
Both 
Indianapolis and Itock Island are out of 
th e question, as neither have any facilities 
for w ater transportation. 
The G ulf Coast, 
of course, oflers better inducem ents thau 
eith er 
qf 
the 
inland 
cities 
nam ed, 
b u t 
n ot 
any 
place 
in 
the 
U nited 
States 
can 
com pare w ith 
the 
Benicia 
B arracks. 
In th e opinion of experienced 
navy m en, th e defense of San Francisco, 
P u e e t Sound and San Diego will require 
m au y high-pow er guns, w hich can only be 
conveniently assem bled at Benicia or som e 
other point on the Pacific coast. 
It would 
be absurd to th in k of transporting the im ­ 
m ense guns overland from Indianapolis or 
Rock Island. 
O f course, Mr. M orrow does 
no t w ish to anticipate the action of the 
A rm y Board appointed to choose a site, 
b u t feels confident that Benicia will be se­ 
lected.

Im m ediately west ot 
th e grant the prior grant had been m ade 
know u as the G uadaloupe Rancho, which 
w as also confirm ed in doe form. 
A patent 
w as issued to G uadaloupe on Ju n e 3)5,1866, 
w hich the owners refused to accept, on the 
ground th at it did not coutain all of the 
land to w hich they were entitled. 
A new survey of the G uadeloupe R ancho 
in th? following February included 5,099 93 
acres, most ol that first provided. T his 
lanu was taken from the I.aguua survey 
land. The Secretary of the Interio r de­ 
clined to accept this survey, and G uada 
lo u i e brought suit against Laguna and re ­ 
covered the disputed land.

Washington, September 2d.—In the Senate 
Evans pseseutei resolutions of the Buffalo 
Merchants’ Exchange favoring reciprocity, rot 
only with natiotis to the south, but also with 
those in the north. 
The House bili in relation to lotteries, re­ 
ported from 
the Postoffice Committee, was 
placed on the calendar with a notification by 
Sawyer that he would ask its consideration as 
soon as the tariff bill was passed. 
The tariff' bill was then taken up and the 
sugar schedule considered. 
Carlisle gave notice that he would move to 
strike out all paragraphs relative to sugar boun­ 
ties. 
Hale offered the reciprocity amendment of 
which he gave notice on the 19th of June, and 
addressed the Senate upon it. The desirability 
of such an Inter; hauge of products as the 
amendment proposed, he said, had been a sub 
ject which had given rise to the closest atten­ 
tion and had resulted in grave and pertinent 
suggestions from eminent public men in the 
United States during the last thirty years. Who 
ever had seen the gradual falling off of the 
American trade with Central and South Amer­ 
ica and the isles of the sea must have witnessed 
those conditions with the greatest impatience. 
The people ol these countries had a common 
Interview with the people of the United states 
(alluding to the Pan-American Congress). Hale 
said it proved that the same considerations 
which had their influence in the United States 
were also moving in the minds of eminent men 
from sister Republics who took part in the pro­ 
ceedings of that Congress, and that they pointed 
to one sure inevitable end, the increase of 
trade between the United States and those 
people. These considerations, which applied 
to the annexation of trade and the increase and 
interchange of products, applied not only to 
the nations of Central and South America, but 
to the islands of the Spanish Main. 
Hale assured the Senators who represented 
the sorghum and beet-sugar districts that he 
was not in antagonism with them. If those 
Senators objected to a policy of trying to secure 
some benefits from those countries lor the repeal 
on their sugar, he asked them how much more 
they ought to object to the unreserved repeat of 
these duties'.' It would be a declared policy not 
much short of lunacy to repeal the sugar duties, 
unless the repeal was used to obtain some bene­ 
fits for the products of American labor. To bim 
one thing was as sure as the tides and sunrise: 
andlhatw as that tne policy suggested by the 
President and Secretary of State, and which 
had secured the attention and approval of the 
wisest statesmen in the last thirty years, was 
the policy that has come to stay with the 
American people. There never was a time 
more fitted to try the plan or experiment than 
now, and to his mind the amendment which he 
offered was the most fitting solution of the 
question. 
Allison made a long statement of the receipts 
and expenditures of the Government, and the 
probable effect of the tariff bill on the finauces. 
He said the total expenditures for the current 
fiscal year would be about Sill.000,009. aud the 
total revenues, including postal receipts and 
everything, would be 8100.000,0(0.

if (he situation remained unchanged, th*re 
would be a surplus of revenue over the expendi­ 
tures for the current fiscal year of $42,t.00,000. 
He had not included in the expenditures the 
amou t that would be naid for silver or claims 
against the Government other than those which 
have passed Congress He figured out an increase 
of twenty-seven million dollars ol revenue un­ 
der the pending bill, as against a decrease of 
sixty millions from putting sugar aud other 
aitic'.eson the free list, so that thirty-three aud 
a half millions had to be taken off from the sur­ 
I lus of forty-two millions, leaving some fifteen 
million» suiplus at the end of the year, paying 
nothing on the sinking fund. Taking into ac­ 
count tae balance now in tne Treasury (Í107,- 
UOO.OeO) and thi- surplus, Allison calculated the 
Secretary of the Treasury would have seventy- 
eight millions on the first of July, 189!, unless in 
the meantime he redeems 4% per cent, bonds, as 
he (Allison) hoped the Secretary would proceed 
to do without delay. He declared In his judg­ 
ment that it was a wise thing to take off the 
sugar duties. He had not the sligh’est fear that 
there would be any danger from it to the Treas­ 
ury, certainiy not within several years to come. 
He was also in favor ol a further exumtion of 
reciprocal trade, but hoped that in auy such ar- 
-augement it would be seeu to that the United 
States ba l its just share of the bargain. 
uibson offered an amendment to the sugar 
schedule oy adding the words ' syrup of beet 
sorghum or sugar cane." He made an argu­ 
ment against the sugar bounty proposition, and 
said it Was a miserable dwindling away from 
Blaine's broad and generous proposition of full 
reciprocity. 
Sherman expressed his views on the subject 
of reciprocity, and spoke of the difficulties in 
the way of reciprocity by treaty. 
The first 
proposition ot Hale's amendment was an a - 
most startling one. It authorized the President 
of the United States, without further legislation, 
to declare the ports i f the United States free 
and open to all the products of any nation ot 
the American hemisphere upon which no ex­ 
port duty is imposed 
"Was Cuba," he asked, 
"a nation ?" He knew Senator Hale said to­ 
day that he meant to include Cnba. 
But was 
Canada embraced in that list of nations? He 
had asked the Senator that question, and the 
Senator had replied, “no, no; that is a question 
of a different thing,” and yet if any reciprocal 
trade arrangements were made with any coun­ 
try. they ought io be made with Canada. He 
went on to criticise unfavorably the Hale 
amendment as one that would allow the tree 
importation of wool, copper, zinc, iron, gold, 
silver and lead ores, etc. lie was informed by 
Hale that the amendment had not been care­ 
fully drawn, but simply intended to propose a 
principle of reciprocity. His own amendment 
had r,een intended to apply toonly three or four 
articles—sugar, coffee, rubber aud ui'rates 
He 
was reminded by shertnau that Cuba produced 
no coffee and no rubber, so an arrangement 
with Cuba could only be as to the arrime of 
sugar. 
Hslc—“If there is nothin*; to trade upon with 
advantage then there will be no trade made. 
The plan which ! suggested is comprehensive, 
but it Is > ot definitive 
If there Is nothing to 
make a bargain upon that settles the question.”
